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POSTMASTER DeFORGE 


DISCUSSES 6c STAMP 

“It’s still one of the best bar= 
gains in the world,” 

That’s what Postmaster Rob= 
ert R, DeForge said today about 
the six cent stamp, and he re= 
counted some interesting facts 
and figures from postal history to 
back up his claim, 

Even though the five cent let- 
ter rate has suffered the same 
fate as the nickel cigar, first 
class postage is cheaper today 
than it was in many bygone eras 
when a few pennies meant much 
more than they do today, Post=- 
master DeForge said, 

In 1816, for instance, a single 
sheet letter cost six cents for 
delivery up to 30 miles, More 
sheets and more miles cost more 
money, A letter going 400 miles 
cost 25 cents per sheet, 

In those days the recipient had 
to pay the postage, not the sender, 
And if the letter was actually de= 
livered to the recipient, rather 
than picked up at the Post Office, 
there was an extra charge that 
was kept by the carrier, 

Tt wasn’t until 1855 that the 
sender was required to pay in 
advance for mail, 

Uniform rates regardless of 
distance and free city delivery 
were written into the postal law 
books in 1868, Whendistance was 
dropped as a factor in computing 
rates, so was the practice of 
charging per sheet. The basic 
unit for letter postage became a 
half ounce in 1863, The basic 
unit of one ounce that still pre- 
vails today went into effect in 
1885, 

“The costs of running the pos- 
tal service must be paid,’’ he 
(she) explained, **What isn’t paid 
by mail users in postage is paid 
from general tax revenues, The 
approximately $900 million in ad= 
ditional revenue the new rates 
will bring in will shift that much 
of the burden of paying for the 
postal service from the taxpay- 
er to the mail users. 

“Certainly it’s only fair that 
the people whouse the postal ser- 
vice pay the lion's share of its 
operating costs. 

“Actually,” he said, ‘‘with the 
six cent stamp we are returning 
to the postal rate charged when 
New York was called New Am= 
sterdam and was a Dutch colony, 
Then the postage rate there was 
‘three stivers of wampum’ — 
the equivalent of about 6 cents,””

Emphysema and Your Heart 


Not many years ago, almost 
no one had heard the term em-~ 
physema and few except physi- 
cians could define it. Today it 
looms as one of the fastest grow~ 
ing health threats with an esti- 
mated 800,000 new cases diag- 
nosed last year alone, 

Emphysema is a progressive, 
lung-damaging disease which 
frequently begins as chronic 
bronchitis, The first noticeable » 
symptom is ‘shortness of breath 
upon exertion, This may slowly 
progress until the patient chron- 
ically finds breathing increasing- 
ly difficult as the lungs gradual- 
ly lose their elasticity, A cold, 
flu or arespiratory ailment leads 
to acute distress for which there 
is very little medical relief. 

Tn advanced st ues the patient’s 
whole routine is focused on sav- 
ing what little breath he has, 
During this progression more 
and more lung tissue is dam- 
aged, and eventually the nu- 
merous small blood vessels in 
the area begin to deteriorate al- 
so, At the time time the system 
tried to improve its oxygen ca= 
pacity by increasing the num- 
ber of red blood cells. These 
thicken the blood somewhat, add= 
ing an extra burden on the heart, 
This increased work load may 
lead to enlargement of the right 
side of the heart, and eventually 
the heart may fail entirely. Re- 
search sponsored by the Mas- 
sachusetts Heart Association 
several years ago established 
that one case in ten of heart fail- 
ure is due to emphysema, This 
study also found that for each 
case of emphysema dying in 
heart failure, two die of res- 
piratory infection, and an equal 
number are permanently dis- 
abled, 

Since emphysema is in most 
cases irreversible, real relief 


can be found only if it is diag- 


nosed in its early stages. Thera= 
py early inthe course of the di- 
sease, with complete cessation 
of smoking and with planned 
breathing exercises frequently 
combine to halt or slow the pro- 
gression of lung damage and en- 
able the patient to enjoy a rela~ 
tively trouble-free life, 

However, prevention is much 
to be preferred. Statistics from 
all sources show that cigarette 
smoking is a major factor (if 
not the direct cause) of over 90% 
of cases, The number of cigar-= 
ettes consumed appears to have 
a direct bearing on the speed of 
disease progression, The con~ 
dition of atwo-pack-a-day smok= 
er deteriorates twice as fast as 
that of a one=pack-a-day smok~= 
er, Additional air pollution such 
as smog or industrial inhalants 
greatly aggravates existing em- 
physema as does any respiratory 
infection, 

Men develop the disease eight 
times more frequently than 
women, with symptoms begin- 
ning to occur most often during 
the forties and early fifties, De- 
bilitating emphysema is far less 
likely to develop if individuals: 

Stop cigarette smoking entire- 
ly. 

Get. sufficient exercise out- 
doors every day, 

Avoid frequent inhalation of 
irritating - dusts, fumes, and 
sprays.

THE QUEST FORQUALITY 

When you're in the market for 
mink, there’s one thing you should 
consider in addition to color and 
style: quality! 

Be sure to read the hangtag 
carefully: federal law requires 
that it tell the true English name 
of the mink, country of origin, and 
whether the fur is bleached, 
dyed, ‘‘tip-dyed,’’ or natural, The 
Emba Mink Breeders Association 
represents more than 4,000 
American mink ranchers who 
know that careful breeding and 
feeding are of the utmost im- 
portance in producing top grade 
pelts, and their label is only giv- 
en to “‘natural’’ mink of the high= 
est quality standards, Once you 
are assured by your furrier and 
the label that the pelts are Emba 
there are additional ways to judge 
the quality of the coat or jacket 
that strikes your fancy, 

Examine the mink to see that 
the pelts match in color, texture 
and depth, The matching should 
be so well graduated that no 
abrupt color change is noticeable, 

In a quality mink, hard wear 


-areas like the sleeves, cuffs, 


pockets, collar, and hem should 
be of thick, full fur, Poorly furred 
skins hidden away in the under= 
sleeves and other less obvious 
places or thin spots meana poor= 
er quality and, of course, a less 
expensive mink, 

You will want to know about the 
leather side of the pelts, Seams 
that form a regular pattern in- 
dicate a “‘letting in’ or “‘letting 
out’? process, When a pelt is 
“let in,’’ it’s made shorter and 
wider, “‘Letting out’ refers to 
making a pelt longer and nar- 
rower, This process reaches its 
ultimate in fine mink, where a 
pelt may extend from the collar 
to the hem of a full length coat. 

The lining also tells a quality 
story, In moderately priced furs, 
it’s sometimes rayon or acetate, 
while better ones have silk, satin 
or brocade linings, In both mod= 
erate and higher priced furs, the 
lining should be hand sewn, with 
small close stitches, especially 
at such points of friction as the
